County ready to let ORV riders 
loose on designated open roads

Just after this week’s Crawford 
County Avalanche rolls off the 
presses, ORV riders will be able to 
roll down the shoulders of some 
roads in Crawford County. 
Crawford County’s ORV ordi- 
nance, which was passed by the 
Crawford County Board of 


Commissioners on May 20, is pub- 
lished in this week’s Avalanche. The 
public notice makes it legal for ORV 
operators to ride on some designat- 
ed roads in the county, while other 
roads are closed due to safety and 
environmental concerns. 

The county board met on 
Tuesday, May 26, to amend the 
ordinance to include roads in 


Lovells Township that will be 
closed. That information was not 
available for the board’s May 20 
meeting. 

Last year, state lawmakers 
approved a law allowing counties in 
northern Michigan and the Upper 
Peninsula to open up local roads for 
ORV traffic. 

Under provisions of the ordi- 


nance, ORV riders can operate on 
the far right of the road, which 
means the shoulder of the road 
which is improved by pavement, tar 
and chips, concrete or similar mate- 
rials, Riders can also operate on the 
extreme right of the open right of 
way, when the roadway is not 
improved by similar materials.

Sentencing for 
former sheriff's 
deputy delayed

The sentencing for a former Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Deputy arrested for sell- 
ing marijuana to a police informant was 
delayed for a month while his defense 
attorney obtains information on his medical 
issues and the prosecutor determines if he 
can be held in the Crawford County Jail. 

William John Bonkowski III was sched- 
uled to be sentenced in Crawford County 
Circuit Court on Monday for a charge of 
maintaining a drug house. 

46th Circuit Court Judge Janet M. Allen 
opted to delay the sentencing for a month 
while James Hunt, Bonkowski’s defense 
attorney, and Crawford County Prosecutor 
Everette “Trey” Ayers, seek more informa- 
tion regarding health issues that jail staff 
will have to address while Bonkowski 
spends time behind bars. 

Bonkowski plead guilty to maintaining a 
drug house in Crawford County Circuit 
Court in April, The charge is a two-year, 
high-court misdemeanor and is treated like 
a felony charge by Department of 
Corrections and judicial officials. 

In exchange for the plea, two counts of 
controlled substance-delivery/manufacture 
marijuana were dropped. Those charges 
were four-year felonies. 

Allen said that Bonkowski's sentence 
will include probable jail time. Allen met 
with Hunt and Ayers in her chambers to dis- 
cuss issues with his jail stay. 

Bonkowski was born with polycystic kid- 
ney disease, which caused cysts to form on 
his kidneys. Both of his kidneys have been 
removed and he undergoes dialysis three 
times a week. Bonkowski has also under- 

gone two surgeries to repair his heart. 

Allen said she was concerned with sen- 
tencing Bonkowski to serve jail time in 
Crawford County because it was unclear if 
they could accommodate a special diet he is 
advised to have due to his health issues. He 
also takes 10 medications per day. 

Allen also raised the issue that some 
counties do not want to have county 
employees or former county employees in 
their jails. 

Allen said that Capt. Scott Feldhauser, 
Crawford County’s jail administrator, was

from the trails and we hope 
to work with the DNR to 
iniprove the county’s ORV 
trail system,” Geiss-Wilson 
said. 

Susan Thiel, manager for 
the DNR’s Grayling Forest 
Unit, said ORV riders still 
need to abide by rules 
regrading traveling on trails 
not designated for ORVs 
and state land. 

“This does not open state 
trails or state land in any 
way, shape or form,’ Thiel 
said. “They really need to 
follow the map on where 
they can ride and where they 
cannot,” 

Thiel added that some 
trails are limited to motor- 
cycles, while others are 
open to ORV traffic. The 
different designations are 
made to accommodate peo- 
ple who want to go mud 
bogging on ORVs to people 
traveling in ORV mules who 
are nature viewing. 

“We have a lot different 
demands from the different 
ORV groups,” Thiel said. 

Crawford County 
Commissioner Scott 
Hanson, who headed up the 
efforts to get the ORV ordi- 
nance passed, said he hopes 
people have a fun and safe 
time on the roads. 

“Everybody has got to be 
safe and obey the law,”

tors must operate with the 
flow of traffic, in a manner 
which does not interfere 
with traffic on the road and 
travel single file unless they 
are overtaking or passing 
another ORV. 

The fine for violating the 
ordinance adds up to a $500 
civil infraction. In addition, 
the court shall order the 
defendant to pay the cost of 
repairing the environment, 
roads or public property 
damaged as a result of a vio- 
lation. 

County employees are 
still working on a map of 
roads that will be opened 
and closed for ORV travel.

Lots of people seem to want the 
job, although with the dire prob- 
lems facing the state and its state 
government it’s a mystery why 
anyone wants to take on the bur- 
dens. 

Maybe it’s the jobless situation 
in Michigan. After all, a job is a 
job, and the job as governor pays 
pretty well, about $175,000 a year 
or so, with the choice of two state- 
owned residences, one in Lansing 
plus a vacation cottage-mansion 
on Mackinac Island. 

Other fringes include a large 
staff, round-the-clock police pro- 
tection and limousine service, and 
several other perks. 

Probably the toughest job a 
Michigan governor faces is to pre- 
pare and manage a budget each 
year despite increasing needs and 
decreasing resources, and keep 
both the public and the legislature 
sort of satisfied. 

Maybe that’s why the field of 
wanna-be governors is getting 
larger by the week.

Campaign for governor in 2010 getting under way 


al because the two-term incumbent 
governor, barred from running 
again, is Democrat Jennifer 
Granholm and any office with no 
incumbent is always attractive to 
ambitious politicians. 

On the Republican side, the lat- 
est official candidate is Atty. Gen. 
Mike Cox of Livonia, who has 
held that job for the past eight 
years {succeeding Ms. Granholm 
in the post), but because of term 
limits is available to branch out. 

Term limits also make the 
Republican secretary of state, Terri 
Lynn Land of Grand Rapids, avail- 
able for higher office, and she’s 
running, too. 

Two other Republicans are 
actively in the race. State Sen. Tom 
George of Kalamazoo, another 
term limit victim, has been run- 
ning for governor for some time. 

After nine terms in congress, US 
Rep. Peter Hoekstra is giving up a 
pretty secure seat in Washington to 
run for governor. 

That’s not all among Republican 
possibilities. 

Rick Snyder of Ann Arbor ~ var- 
iously described in print as a busi- 
nessman, venture capitalist, entre- 
preneur, former head of Gateway 
computer company, and leader of 


state and local economic develop- 
ment groups ~ has hired a political 
advisors and is pursuing a quiet 
effort to build local support in var- 
ious parts of the state. 

Oakland Sheriff Mike 
Bouchard, who has been in and out 
of other statewide races in recent 
years, again may get in this one. 

David Brandon, chairman of 
Domino’s Pizza company and a 
former regent at University of 
Michigan, is another possibility. 
It’s unlikely connected to his polit- 
ical future, but Mr. Brandon is the 
featured actor in recent national 
TV ads centered on the controver- 
sial business bailouts by the feder- 
al government. 

* * * 

ON THE DEMOCRATIC side, 
Lt. Gov. John Cherry, who for all 
eight years has been Gov, 
Granholm’s right hand in Lansing, 
is the acknowledged front runner. 

His chances may be hurt by his 
close identification with the lead- 
ership in place while Michigan’s 
overall economy and auto industry 
have plunged to new depths, 
although it’s debatable how much 
responsibility state government 
has for what is happening. 

Mr. Cherry headed a governor’s 


task force on reforming Michigan 
education, and currently heads 
another “Cherry Commission” on 
reforming and reducing costs 
within state government. His role 
in both jobs can be put to effective 
campaign use. 

Another avowed candidate for 
the Democratic nomination is for- 
mer state senator and now term- 
limited state Rep. Alma Wheeler 
Smith of Ann Arbor, generally 
considered a knowledgeable and 
effective legislator. 

So far that’s it among active 
Democratic candidates. 

Some months ago, George 
Perles, former Michigan State 
football coach and now a trustee at 
MSU, said he would run for gover- 
nor, but no campaign action has 
been visible. 

The names of Robert Ficano, 
Wayne County executive, and 
Mark Hackel, Macomb County 
shenff, have been in the guberna- 
torial mix at one time or another, 
but campaign action from neither 
has drawn serious public attention. 

Some published polling results 
have indicated US Sen. Debbie 
Stabenow outpolled all other can- 
didates for governor, but it’s not 
likely she would leave Washington 


at this time, especially with her 
increasing seniority and with 
Democrats holding majority 
throughout the federal govern- 
ment. 

* * * 

IT IS 14 months before the vot- 
ers will pick their candidates for 
governor in the August primary of 
2010, and the list of candidates 
mentioned here likely will be con- 
siderably smaller by then. 

It’s also possible that candidates 
other than the six Democrats and 
seven Republicans in this report 
will be serious contenders or even- 
tual winners in August 2010, but 
primary voters in both parties will 
decide. 

After that the two parties will 
meet in their separate conventions 
to choose candidates for lieutenant 
governor, secretary of state, and 
attorney general. 

With all three top state jobs wide 
open because of term limits, we 
can be sure that Michigan politics 
will be lively.

During spring and sum- 
mer, many individuals are 
swindled and defrauded by 
transient and - traveling 
criminal groups performing 
what are sometimes known 
as “bunco” or “gypsy” 


- scams. 


In most cases, the perpe- 
trator approaches a home- 
owner and offers to provide 


‘low-cost home improve- 


ments,” said Grayling City 
Police Chief Doug Baum. 
One of the most common 


types of scam involves. 


asphalt paving. The perpe- 
trators tell the homeowner 
they have asphalt left over 
from another job in their 
neighborhood and offers to 
resurface their driveway or 
or sidewalk at a reduced 
cost. When the homeowner 
agrees, the con artists pro- 
ceed to either apply a thin 
coat layer of asphalt that 
breaks away in a few days, 
or use a substance other 
than asphalt, The perpetra- 


pays the scam artist. It is 
not until a few days later, 
usually after it rains, that

at the Northland Area 
Federal Credit Union, 
Donna Schnoor, mentioned 
that she has a friend who 
volunteers for the 
Association to Rescue 
Kritters, (A.R.K.), so they 
called for her help.

COUNTY OF CRAWFORD 


An ordinance adopted for the purpose of author- 
izing and regulating the operation of Off Road 
Vehicles (ORVs) on roads in Crawford County, 
and for the purpose of providing penalties for the 
violation thereof, and for the distribution of pub- 
lic funds resulting from those penalties pursuant 
to 2008 PA 240, MCL 324.81131. 


THE COUNTY OF CRAWFORD ORDAINS: 


Sec. 1. As used in this ordinance, the following 
definitions shall apply: 


a) "County" means the County of Crawford. 


b) "Driver license" means an operator's or chauf- 
feur's license or permit 
issued to an individual by the secretary of state 
under chapter Ill of the Michigan vehicle code, 
1949 PA 300, MCL 257.301 to 257.329, for that 
individual to operate a vehicle, whether or not 
conditions are attached to the license or permit. 


c) “Far Right of the Maintained Portion of the 
Road” means the shoulder of the road which is 
improved by pavement, tar and chips, concrete, 
or other similar materials and means the 
extreme right of the open portion of the right of 
way when the roadway is not improved by pave- 
ment, tar and chips, concrete or other similar 
materials. 


d) "Operate" means to ride in or on, and be in 
actual physical controf of the operation of an 
ORV. 


e) “Operator” means a person who operates or 
is in actual physical control of the operation of an 
ORV. 


f) "ORV" means a motor driven off road recre- 
ation vehicle capable of cross-country travel 
without benefit of a road or trail, on or immedi- 
ately over land, snow, ice, marsh, Swampland, or 
other natural terrain. ORV or vehicle includes, 


but is. not. limited to, a multitrack or multiwheel,, , 
‘drive vehicle, an ATY, a motorcycle or related 2-. 


wheel, 3-wheel, or 4-wheel vehicle; an amphibi- 
ous machine, a ground effect air cushion vehi- 
cle, or other means of transportation deriving 
motive power from a source other than muscle 


‘or wind. ORV however does not include a reg- 


istered snowmobile, a farm vehicle being used 
for farming, a vehicle used for military, fire, 
emergency, or law enforcement purposes, a 
vehicle owned and operated by a utility compa- 
ny or an oil or gas company when performing 
maintenance on its facilities or on property over 
which it has an easement, a_ construction or 
logging vehicle used in performance of its com- 
mon function, or a registered 

aircraft. 


g) "Road" means a county primary road or coun- 
ty local road as described in section 5 of 1951 
PA 51, MCL 247.655. 


h) “Road Commission” means the Board of 
County Road Commissioners for the County of 
Crawford. 


i) “Safety certificate’ means a certificate issued 
pursuant to 1994 PA 451 as amended, MCL 324. 
81129, or a comparable ORV safety certificate 
issued under the authority of another state or a 
province of Canada." To obtain a safety certifi- 
cate, the operator must take an ORV safety edu- 
cation course and pass the certification exam. 
Information on courses and scheduling can be 
obtained by calling the Department of Natural 


‘Resources at 617-373-1230 or by visiting the 


Recreation Safety Ciasses section of the 
Michigan DNR website at 
www.dnr.state.mi.us/recnsearch/. 


j) “Shoulder” means that portion of a street or 
highway to the immediate right of the road sur- 
face while facing the direction of travel, which is 
not generally used for vehicular travel. 


Sec. 2. An ORV may be operated on the far 
right of the maintained portion of a road within 
the county with these exceptions: 


a). An ORV may not be operated on the road - 


surface, roadway, shoulder or right- of- way of 
any State or Federal highway including but not 
limited to M18, M-72, M-93 or 1-75 or any other 
State or Federal highway in Crawford County. 
An ORV may not operate within the limits of the 
City of Grayling unless the city council specifi- 
cally permits such use. See attached Appendix — 
A for a list of county primary and local roads that 
are closed to ORV traffic. 


b). Between November 15 through December 
31, and January 1 through March 31, of each 


year. 


Sec. 3. Except as set forth herein or otherwise 
provided by law, an ORV meeting all of the fol- 
lowing conditions may be operated on a road or 
street in the county: 


a) at a speed of no more than 25 miles per hour 
or a lower posted ORV speed limit. 
b) by @ person not less than 12 years of age.

c) with the flow of traffic. 

d) in a manner which does not interfere with traf- 
fic on the road or street. 

e) traveling single file except when overtaking 
and passing another ORV. 

f} when visibitity is not substantially reduced due 
to weather conditions unless displaying a lighted 
headlight and lighted taiflight. 

g) 1/2 hour before sunrise untif 1/2 after sunset 
unless displaying a lighted headlight and lighted 
taillight. 

h) while displaying a lighted headlight and light- 
ed taillight at all hours beginning January 1, 
2010. 

i) while the operator and each passenger is 
wearing a crash helmet and protective eyewear 
approved by the United States department of 
transportation unless the vehicle is equipped 
with a roof that meets or exceeds standards for 
a crash helmet and the operator and each pas- 
senger is wearing a properly adjusted and fas- 
tened seat belt. 

j) with a throttle so designed that when the 
pressure used to advance the throttle is 
removed, the engine speed will immediately and 
automatically return to idle. 

k) while the ‘ORV is equipped with a spark 
arrester type United States forest service 
approved muffler in good working order and in 
constant operation. 

1) pursuant to noise emission standards defined 
by law. 

Sec. 4. A person less than 16 years of age 
shall not operate an ORV on a road in the coun- 
ty unless the person is in possession of a valid 
driver’s license or under the direct supervision of 
a parent or guardian and the person has in his or 
her possession an ORV safety certificate or a 
comparable ORV Safety Certificate issued 
under the authority of another state or province 
of Canada. 


Sec. 5. Unless a person possesses a vatid driv- 
ers license, a person shall not operate an ORV 
on a road or street in the county if the ORV is 
registered as a motor vehicle and is. either more

Sec. 6. Camp arviig Joint Marisiver Training 
Center is a military training base owned and 
operated by the Michigan National Guard. Many 
of the counties primary and local roads run 
through the military reservation. Frequently the 
military will close county roads to facilitate range 
live fire activities. When this occurs the road 
networks in the areas involved are closed by 
range gates. This is done for the safety of both 
civilian and military personnel. Under no cir- 
cumstances are you allowed to go around these 
range gates. Aroad closed by a range gate is 
to be considered closed to ORV traffic inasmuch 
as any other road closed to ORV traific. Violators 
are putting themselves in great danger of imme- 
diate bodily harm by munitions fired by the mili- 
tary. In addition to the danger involved in enter- 
ing a live fire range area, Crawford County will 
impose any and all fines and costs allowed by 
law in addition to the fines and costs contained 
in this ordinance. Camp Grayling routinely pub- 
lishes a range firing schedule in the Crawford 
County Avalanche. Additional information on 
Range Firing activities and restricted range 
areas may be obtained by calling Camp Grayling 
Range Control at 989-344-6163. 


Sec. 7. In a court action in this state, if compe- 
tent evidence demonstrates that a vehicle that is 
permitted to operate on a road or street pursuant 
to state jaw was in a collision with an ORV 
required to be operated on the far right of the 
maintained portion of the road or street pursuant 
to this ordinance, the operator of the ORV shall 
be considered prima facie negligent. 


Sec. 8. Any person who violates this ordi- 
nance is guilty of a municipal civil infraction and 
may be ordered to pay a civil fine of not more 
than $500.00 by a court of law. In addition, the 
court shall order the defendant to pay the cost of 
repairing any damage to the environment, a 
road or street, or public property damaged as a 
result of the violation. 


Sec. 9. The County Treasurer shall deposit all 
fines and damages. collected under this ordi- 
nance into a fund to be designated as the ORV 
Fund. The County Board of Commissioners shall 
appropriate revenue in the ORV Fund as follows: 


a) Fifty percent to the Crawford County Road 
Commission or, in ‘the case of a city or village, to 
the department responsible for street mainte- 
nance in the city or village, for repairing damage 
to roads or streets and the environment that may 
have been caused by ORVs, and or for posting 
sign indicating ORV speed limits, or indicating 
whether roads are open or closed {fo the opera- 
tion of ORVs. 


b) Fifty percent to the County Sheriff for ORV 
enforcement and training. 


Sec 10. The County shall maintain a master 
map of all roads under the jurisdiction of the 
Road Commission upon which shall be indicated 
those roads and parts or sections thereof upon 
which the operation of ORVs js permitted and

prohibited pursuant to this Ordinance. 
County shalt make such master map available 
for interested groups or organizations to make 
copies for distribution to the general public, but 
shall have no obligation to make, or to assume 
any expense associated with the making of such 
copies. 


Sec. 11. This ordinance becomes effective 
upon publication in the local newspaper 
“Crawford County Avalanche”.
